The battle of Tanshima; while securing tor 
a Jong course of years the entire immunity of 
Jnpau from the perils of foreign naval entor- 
prine, bos hud for Britain a result that is 
entirely for good. 'The battleship squadron wo 
maintained in (he Far East became, with the 
Ruasian feot’s destruction, an anemployed foreo, 
mith no prospect: of ever being wanted oven os 
a power in roserye. So it was rightly sont to 
European waters and there re-distribute:d 
amongst the fieeta as newly — organised, 
‘Tho battleships in tho Par East are now iu 
tha rain .thore of our. ally Japon, . and 
ovcasionally one or two,of the United States, a 
Power with whose goneral policy in the Far 
Bast both Britain and Jupan are entirely ut 
ouo,, Our cruiser squadron, highly efficient as it 
ix, is quite strong enough to represot. British 
influence in the now snd favourable situation 
crented by the renowod Alliance. Cenoral 
concantration and com pact. re-distribution iy now 
the keynote of our naval policy, for it may be 


said with trutl that, outside Burope, the world 
contains no force, at present, which consLil ates 
adangor topoaco. Thy Singapore Free Presa, 
from which the forogoing remarks nro tuken, 
evidently does not fear, complications arising out 
of the Chinese proletariat agitation.

their skill while with the colours, Having 
lirmly established this prejudicw they added yat 
another element to tho difficulties of” the 
situation. ‘The totally unskilled soldier was 
drafted into classes side by sido with the fairly 
skilled artisan, and: had to mgke whot he 
could out of teaching that, in Dr. Garcott's 
opinion, .was far abovd his head, Nor 
was any relaxation granted in respect of parades’ 
or other military duties... Surely a schemo that 
appears to hnye eo much to recommend it. ix 
worth a better trial than this.

FRENCH SHIPPING SERVICE TO 
INDO.CHINA. 
THe NEW SCHEME. 

Referring in bis consular report on Tndo- 
China te tho new echomo of mail shipping 
service which the Fronch Govornment have 
boon considering, Mr. G@. -‘W, Pearson states 
that it ix {proposed to do away with the 
Marsoilles. Australian line ‘and that to Bombay, 
and to reduce gradually the subsidy on tha 
Saigon-Shanghai line. By way of substifutes 
there will bo a new line from Saigon to Syduey 
nia Singapore, Batavia, Noumea, and Brisbane, 
aud enotner monthly pervice, in uddi ion to 
those now established, botween Marseilles and 
Saigon. -The latter serrice will be oxtended to 
Tonkin until railway facilities have been pro- 
vided, when the subsidy for this extension will 
be-unnecessary. Then a weekly line may bo ran 
botwoon Marseilles and Saigon. It is, however, 
very probablce, Mr. Poargon thinks, that the 
scheme dotail-d above will be found impracti- 
cable. “Tt will probably be necessary to supple- 
ment the line of mail boats by a service of large 
stenmera running between Lyons and Marseilles 
to Shanghai snd Cunton, in view of the expected 
jocreaso of trade dn rico from Into China and 
jn silk between China and Francs, A project 


for « subsidived line between Tourano and 
Swatow, Foocbow, Shanghai, Mavils, Osaka, 
and Yokohama is on foot. The saccess of sach 
a line must depend upon the improvement mude 
in the poris of Tourane and Saigon, which need 
new docks apd godowns, coal yards and rice 
depots.
